A force 
of troops with a repairiiiR nung was 
i sent to the Bceue of the outrage, where 
V'l;liey foaud a dynamite bomb and ar-

sfon. The line was repaired. 

The insnrgents attacked the landing 
place at Gibara, province of Santiago de 
Oaba. bat were repalsed with loss, ac- 
cording to the official report. They are 
also ssld to have fired apon the town of 
OapeoUlas, without result. 

General Paudo is still directing the 
operations of the gunboats in the river 
Oauto, province of Santiago de Cuba, 
but he nas been unable to arrive at the 
Cauto landing place, owing, it is oQl- 
cially stated, to au obstacle in the river. 

Reports received here from Manza- 
nillo say it is reported that Oalixto Gar- 
cia, the insurgent leader, has committed 
suicide. The report is not believed 
here, even in otllcial circles.

Alger, Secretary Bliss, Secretary Wil- 
son, Postmaster General Crary, A:torn;'y 
General and Mrs. McKeiiiia, Secretary 
and Mrs. Porter, Hon. K. W. Taylor 
and Colonel Myron T. Ilerrick of Cleve- 
land. 

The services at the McKinley homo 
prior to the public funeral wero simpio 
and in keeping with the uno' tentatious 
life of the ono iu wliose honor they 
wero held- Rev- Dr. C. E. Manchester, 
who was "Mother" McKinley's pastor 
for several vears, was iu charge. He 
was assisted by Rev. Dr. McAfee, pas- 
tor of the Broad Street Methodist Epis- 
copal church, Colutubus, where the 
president worshiped when ho was gov- 
ernor of Ohio. I 

The pablic services were hold in the 
First Methodist Episcopal church. In 
thischnrch "Mother" McKiuley wor- 
shiped for niany years. 

About 1 o'clock the funeral cortege 
moved from the house to the church. I 
The streets were Uned with people the I 
entire distance. Bosiness houses were 
closed, court was adjoomed and schools 
dismissed.

CoiLMKis, O., Dec. lo.— The coal 
miners of Ohio have long felt that they 
have a grievance against the mine own* 
ers, in that they are only paid for the 
mining of such cool as shall pars over a 
screen. Tho tine coal that may pass 
through tho screen represents a total 
loss of labor to the digger. Yet a great 
deal of this fine coal is made |^ the 
operator to yield a profit to him. 

The men of tbe irioks have never been 
able to get satisfaction through eonf ev> 
eaosa with their employersjuid now 
Kopose to try other means. Hon. John 
P. Jones of STorth Lawrence, one of the 
representatives-elect from Stanc ooan* 
ty, will champion thefar oaose. He will 
introduce at the coming session of the 
legislature a bill to compel the payment 
of the miners for the ooal befoie it shall 
be screened. 

Mr. Jones came up from the coal 
mines himself, and, therefore, is well 
fortified with argument in support of 
his proposed measure. 

DO AWAY WI TH THE CANALS. 

A mil to That Kfr. rt Wilt ll<> IntrodlMed

C •M\!iif,-, ()., Dec. The canal 
investigating committee, empowered by 
the legislature to make a report on the 
future of the Ohio canals, listened to 
Senator Dodge's plan of disposing of 
them. The senator explained in de- 
tail till' bill he will introduce into the 
legu- iainn to sell portions of the canals, 
lease others to steam railroads, and 
with the money thus secured boild 
electric railroads along the liighways. 
the state to own the road and famish 
power, but to let companies or fwivate 
individuals own and operate the cars. 

The friends of the canals are rallying 
to their sapport now and protest after 
protest is being made against abandon- 
ment.

Iiright 
leaf, one hhd. long red, one hhd. tip*, 
two hhds. lags, one hhd. trash and two 
hhds. apodge, were shipped to Olaeinnati 
and sold December 9tb. 

The average price realised in Lonisville 
was $10.70, while that in Cincinnati, 
with one hhd. more of spodge than was 
hipped to Louisville and one tip hhd.
